Following the battle, be­ 
tween fifty and a hundred 
dead bandits lay scattered 
over the soldiers’ camp and 
the town. 
General Pershing, in command 
of 
the United States troops on the bor­ 
der, issued a statement from Colonel 
Slocum at Columbus, saying that the 
battle raged for two hours. 


Rebels Number 500 
The rebels numbered 500. 
During the fighting four of the prin­ 
cipal buildings of Columbus were fired 
and destroyed.

The railroad station was fired first. 
The Mexicans, under the command 
of Villa, crept up under cover of dark­ 
ness. 
Suddenly a fusilade of shots rang 
out, the Villistas having opened fire 
on the garrison. 


Machine Gun Routs Bandits 
Tumbling out of camp, the American 
soldier soldiers dragged

gun into the street and began spray­ 
ing the raiders with a hail of bullets, j 
t he bandits returned the fire b u t; 
were forced steadily to fall back. 
After a sharp light the Mexicans; 
were driven south, pursued by Ameri­ 
can cavalrymen. 
American soldiers met the El Paso 
and Southwestern train east of Col­ 
umbus and warned it not to enter the 
town q n account of the fighting. 


Women and Children Wounded 
A number of women and children 
were among the wounded. 


Seven Civilians Killed 
The Americans were aroused from 
sleep by the Mexicans firing into the 
streets and houses. 
Several were shot as they ran from 
their doorways. 
Among the dead are James Gean, a 
merchant, shot in the defense of his 
home; T. C. Miller, a druggist, and \\r. 
T. Richey, proprietor of the Commer­ 
cial Hotel, killed while defending his 
property. 
Four other civilians were killed.

The cinnamon teal is without doubt 
the commonest nesting duck in Cali­ 
fornia.

The most interesting point 
in 
the 
distribution of the cinnamon teal is in 
the fact that what is apparently the 
same species has two distinct breed­ 
ing grounds, one in North America anil 
one in South America. These two re­ 
gions are separated by a strip of 2000 
miles where tin* bird is practically tin- 
known. 
The breeding seasons of the 
two 
continents 
are 
six 
months 
apart, and birds from the north do not 
emigrate to the southern area, nor do 
the southern birds migrate into 
the 
breeding area in North America. 
in North America, tile cinnamon teal 
is to he found almost exclusively west. 
ut tho Rocky Mountains. 
On the Pa­ 
cific coast it breeds 
from 
southern 
British Columbia and 
west 
central 
Canada to Ixtwer California. 
During 
tile wanter season it is to la* found in 
the southernmost part of this range 
and somewhat farther south into .Mex­ 
ico. 
Most of the California birds go 
farther south to spend the winter, but 
sometimes individuals winter in cer­ 
tain local areas. 
The attractive colors of the cinna­ 
mon teal have always given it a repu­ 
tation. 
No other duck possesses the 
rich chestnut, or cinnamon, color of 
the breast of the male. 
The females 
and young, however, are difficult to 
distinguish front the blue-winged teal 
in like plumages.

i fresh water, this bird is not uncommon 


j in the lowlands adjacent to the salt 
m arshes along the coast of southern 
' California.

cream-colored or whitish eggs are laid 
and these are well concealed during 
the absence of the parent bird by a 
thick layer of blackish down. 
While

and only flushes on close approach to 
the nest.

as does the green-winged teal. The fe­ 
males alone u tter wheezy quacks, and 
it is they also that first take wing. 
Food is obtained in shallow w ater 
along the borders of the ponds, where 
the birds may be seen 
‘standing 
on 
their heads” to obtain 
insects 
and 
seeds front the mud on the 
bottom. 
Occasionally cinnamon teal 
may 
be 


i seen searching for food in the grass 
on shore. 
The einamon teal is usually consid­ 
ered inferior to other teal as a table 
duck. 
W hen spring and 
early 
fall 
shooting was still allowed in this state 
this species was commonly sold on the 
m arket. At the present tim e, however, 
very few cinnam on teal are killed du­ 
ring the open season and many sports­ 
men are wholly unfam iliar with this 
duck. The present game laws give the 


I cinnamon teal a greater degree of pro­ 
tection than is given alm ost any other 
duck. 
Its persistence as a game spe­ 
cies is also assured because 
of 
its 
habit of breeding about alm ost 
any 
small pond or irrigation ditch. 
The 
one factor which will probably affect 
the num bers of this species 
is 
the 
enormous 
amount 
of 
reclamation, 
which is reducing 
the 
appropriate 
nesting grounds to a minimum.
